Firefighter tax looms

With the 1992-93 prelimi- 
nary Romulus city budget still 
mired deep in $1 million worth 
of red ink, Romulus firefigh- 
ters received encouragement 
Monday night to plan a 2-mill 
referendum effort this fall. 

Fire Chief William Green- 
slait told city council members 
that firefighters feared budget 
cutbacks would block the third 
payment of $175,000 on a 100 
foot aerial platform fire appa- 
ratus that would allow firefigh- 
ters access to buildings six 
stories or higher. 

The actual purchase of the 
fire vehicle is still about a year 
away, he said. Cutbacks will 
not affect that payment, ac- 
cording to city spokesman. 

“We called a meeting of fire- 
fighters recently and asked if 
they would be willing to take 
part in a referendum effort 
that would put firefighting fi- 
nances on a self-sustaining 
basis and keep it from putting 
a drain on city finances,” he 
said. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said the city budget shortfall 
was the result of a property tax 
freeze mandated by the state 
of Michigan and numerous 
other state mandates that are 
accompanied by no funding re- 
sources. 

“That along with the stag- 
nant economy has put us at a 
standstill for at least a year,”

McAnally said. 

“We’ve asked all depart- 
ments to make some cuts,” she 
said, “but we’ll endorse your 
millage referendum effort, 
since our past efforts on your 
behalf, as well as the police 
department and road improve- 
ments, have all been rejected.” 

Greenslait said, “We all 
know that everybody loves a 
firemen. Since our department 
is a volunteer unit, our men 
will make the time to cam- 
paign for the millage hike.” 

The fire department is cur- 
rently composed of Greenslait 
and a fire marshall, the only 
two salaried officers. Other 
members include a deputy fire 
chief, two batallion chiefs and 
50 volunteer firefighters. 


“We plan to bring on two 
more volunteers to bring us up 
to full count,” Greenslait said. 

Before a firefighter can go 
out on runs, he said, he must 
complete 140 firefighter one 
training hours and 41 hours of 
first response training. 

Volunteer firefighters earn 
$11 per hour on fire calls, he 
said. 

Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann 
Banks and Councilman Noah 
Bergeron supported the refer- 
endum effort and Councilman 
Russell Lambert agreed to be- 
come the council spokesman 
for the firefighters millage 
hike effort. 

Greenslait admitted that 
firefighters had no planning 
sessions yet, since they were 
awaiting approval of the plan 
from council. 

“The firefighters know their 
neighbors and can explain 
their needs better than we can. 
These guys are putting their 
lives on the line almost every 
time they respond to a fire 
call-and that’s many times af- 
ter completing their regular 
fulltime job,” Lambert said. 

Greenslait said the firefigh 
ters will put together their 
campaign team next week and 
will begin sessions with Lam 
bert. 

McAnally and the council 
members urged the firemen to 
seek only what they need. “In 
these times we have no room 
for surplus funds in any de- 
partment,” McAnally said. 


New garbage pact signed

A three-year combined re- 
flise collection-recycling effort 
contract was awarded to BFI 
of Michigan by members of the 
Romulus City Council Monday 
night. 

The new pact will assign the 
Romulus garbage collection 
responsibilities to the Wayne 
company beginning the week 
of March 23. The services cur- 
rently are being supplied by 
the Canejo Trucking Co. of 
New Boston. 

BFI was the lowest of six 
bidders, offering a bid that in 
eluded a reflected cost of 78 
cents per residential unit 
(each week), a $28 a month 
r the 4 s ard con- 


tainers at various city build- 
ings, a $150 per load for the 30- 
yard roll off containers at the 
Department of Public Works 
and a one time cost of $4,533 
for the purchase of containers 
for each recycling drop off cen 
ter that the city of Romulus 
elects to establish. 

Gervagio Canejo, co-owner 
of the existing garbage collec- 
tion company, appealed to the 
Romulus City Council for a 
week delay in accepting the 
bid. 

When Councilman Noah Be 
rgeron asked the purpose of 
the week delay, Canejo said "1 
want to survey the (5,059) home 
owners here and ask if they 
were satisfied with their ser- 
vice.” 


Bergeron said, "We appreci- 
ate your past service and paid 
you well for it. But your bid 
was $141,000 more than BFI’s. 
Your bid wasn’t even close, in 
fact it was the second highest 
In a tight economy, that 
$141,000 will build a lot of side- 
walks, etc." 

The contract was then 
awarded to BFI on the recom 
mendation of Bergeron, sec- 
onded by Councilman Russell 
Lambert. 

Two of the other four bid- 
ders were also from the area: 
Waste Management of 
Michigan-W.-'* of Wayne and 
Painter and Ruttic-berg Inc. of 
Inkster. 

The new contract will ex- 
pire June 30, 1995 


City must cut $1 million 
from 1992-93 budget plan

The Romulus budget ax is 
being resharpened after many 
department heads chopped 
more than $1 million from the 
1992-93 preliminary budget. 

Another $1 million needs to 
be cut prior to next month. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
and city financial experts said 
layoffs of any city personnel 
“remain a last resort.” 

McAnally and elected city 
officials will meet at 6 p.m. 
March 16 to discuss the cur- 
rent funding shortfall. City fi- 
nancial officials also will be in 
attendance and the meeting is 
open to the public. 

One major expenditure 
($200,000) for a new voting sys- 
tem has been partially 
shelved, according to City 
Clerk Linda Choate. 

“To date they have already 
axed $51,000 of the voting sys- 
tem cost and the remainder 
may not survive,” she said. 

Other items from the clerk’s 
office already cut or in danger 
of being eliminated from the 
upcoming budget include a 
$15,000 electronic filing sys- 
tem, a $5,000 $6,000 computer 
software package and mapping 
system for the Romulus Ceme- 
tery; a $1,000 shredding ma- 
chine for confidential files and 
a new $400-$500 office desk for 
a city clerk employee. 

Choate had hoped that the 
“dinosaur” voting system 
could be replaced this coming 
year, she said. Most of the 900-

pound voting machines cur- 
rently are stored at City Hall, 
with others stored in various 
city schools where they are 
used on local election days. 

Because of the age and 
weight of the machines, they 
cannot be switched from site 
to site without a high proba- 
bility of damage, Choate ex- 
plained. 

The “junker” voting ma- 
chines are kept at the local De- 
partment of Public Works, 
where parts are stripped off 
them from time to time to re- 
pair the usable voting units, 
she added. 

Debbie Hoffman, co-finance 
director for the city, revealed 
that empty staff slots will not 
be filled unless absolutely 


necessary. 

In addition a $40,000 recon- 
struction plan to upgrade the 
City Hall Plaza “which is ba- 
sically falling apart” will be 
shelved for the time being, 
Hoffman said. Many of the 
bricks and cement base por- 
tions of the plaza are now in 
poor shape, she said, but will 
not be repaired during the 
present funding crunch. 

City Treasurer James L. 
Napiorkowski revealed that 
three options are still being 
debated in regard to the police 
department $3.5 million bud- 
get which is the largest in the 
city. 

One of the options calls for 
increasing the city millagee 
rate from 9.55 to a possible 10.0 
and another could mean staff 
cutbacks. 

The millage rate hike could 
bring in another $250,000 to the 
city coffers, Napiorkowski 
said. 

Another option might be the 
institution of a 1-percent ad- 
ministration fee for assessing 
and tax collecting efforts. “The 
majority of towns and cities in 
Wayne County already have 
such a fee in operation,” he 
said, “and Romulus histori- 
cally has avoided instituting 
one. Such a fee could raise an 
other $390,000,” he said. 

Another financial change 
the city is considering, 
Napiorkowski said, is chang 
ing the late tax payment fee 
from 1 percent for the entire 
five-month period to 1 percent 
a month.

Four community action 
groups and two Romulus city 
departments have asked to 
share in the $102,800 Commu- 
nity Development Block Grant 
funds awarded the city. 

The Romulus Help Center is 
seeking $17,000 to aid in the 
Youth Assistance Program and 
$15,000 for the Senior In-Home 
Services effort. 

Douglas E. Plant, Help Cen 
ter clinical services super- 
visor, said 50 residents and 
their families were aided 
through the Youth Assistance 
program in 1991. 

Those youths were given 
1,200 service hours and 22 
others were referred to other 
resources, he said. 

The Senior In-House ser 
vices offered 80 seniors a total 
of 1,670 hours in three areas. 
(1) minor house repairs; (2) 
homemaker services and (3) 
personal care. 

The Romulus Teen Health 
Center-operating out of Ro 
mulus High School- is asking 
for $10,500 to continue health 
care services for many of the 
city families that lack health 
insurance. 

The Teen Health unit ex 
pects to service 2,500 youths 
this year, with 58 percent lack 
ing health insurance benefits. 

A multitude of health ser 
vices are offered including 
pregnancy and other labora 
tory testing. 

The Information Center 
operating from Southgate - 
services many Romulus area 
residents through its “Project 
Near” and “Home Share ef 
forts. 

Project Near provides se- 
nior citizens with numerous 
chore and homemaker ser 


vices at a $6-an-hour basis. 
That service was heavily used 
this past winter for snow shov- 
eling efforts, city council mem 
bers were told. 

The Information Center is 
seeking $750 in assistance for 
that program. 

The Home Share effort 
matches adults with common 
interests, needs and prefer- 
ences to share homesites. 
Many times senior citizens are 
matched with young adults 
and share rooms and respon- 
sibilities. A request of $725 
was made to aid that program. 

First Step Counseling of 
Westland has been servicing 
the victims of domestic vio- 
lence in the area since 1979. 

First Step is seeking $10,000 
to help fund the more than 700 
hours of shelter and counsel 
ing serv ice hours for Romulus 
residents. 

The group also has trained 
25 attorneys in frgai services 
to domestic violence victims 
and is planning on training an 
other 25 soon. 

In addition the Romulus 
Community Development De 
partment is seeking $40,000 for 
a seven or eight block side 
walk construction project on 
Goddard Road from Wayne 
Road to the railroad tracks 

The city building depart 
ment is also seeking S20 000 to 
assist in the cost of demolition 
of unsafe and unwanted homes 


that are more than 50 percent 
damaged or are considered be- 
yond repair. 

Decisions on the amount of 
funding any requesting group 
will receive will be made by 
the city council members 
March 23.

‘Buy American’ basis 
for new business

Buy or make American 
made items, and jobs could be 
saved now and in the future. 

That’s the message a group 
of concerned western Wayne 
County residents are trying to 
relay. A handful of individuals 
from Wayne, Westland and Ro- 
mulus formed the American 
Dream Co. with the goal of 
making a profit and at the 
same time make manufac- 
turers and retailers aware of 
the need to have products 
available that are made in the 
United States, according to 
Fay Salyer, founder of the 
Dream Co. 

“It all started when I was 
shopping for Christmas pre- 
sents,” Salyer said. “I was look- 
ing for a coat made in 
America, and I couldn’t find 
one. 

“After several attempts, I fi- 
nally bought one from China. 
This group believes, even 
more strongly with the recent 
layoffs, that in order to keep 
jobs in this country people 
have to start buying and mak- 
ing American products.” 

Salyer and the other mem- 
bers of the group, including 
Salyer’s husband David, Con- 
nie Furtaw, Marie Parnell, Sue 
Wright, Anita Jacobs and 
Dorcas Summers, made a pact 
to contact the manager of any 
in which they could not find 
American-made products 
while shopping. 

The six women work to- 
gether at Micro Measurements 
in Romulus. 

“If more people start to buy 
American products and re- 
quest American products then 
maybe stores would get the 
hint and start carry more 
American made items,” Jacobs 
said. “This would also mean 
more jobs.” 

The American Dream orga- 
nization is not against trade 
between foreign countries, ac- 
cording to Salyer. 

“It’s just that if we don’t 
start buying American prod- 
ucts now, future jobs, espe- 
cially for our children and 
grandchildren could be lost/’ 
Salyer said. “We don’t want 
our grandchildren to end up 
working for 77 cents an hour.” 

The American Dream Co. is 
selling t-shirts and sweatshirts 
with the logo “Project Ameri- 
can Storm... Buy American.” 
The items are both made in 
the United States. T-shirts are 
$10 for sizes up to XL and $12 
for larger sizes. Sweatshirts 
are $15 for sizes up to XL and 
$17 for larger sizes. 

Attached to each t-shirt and 
sweatshirt is a logo, “We buy 
American products for our 
business and our homes. We 
encourage you to buy items 
made in the U.S.A. We encour-

Huron Valley members carry 
message of conservation

Before many of the current 
laws were adopted to protect 
the environment, residents of 
Romulus and the Belleville 
area established the Huron 
Valley Conservation Club to 
preserve and protect the natu- 
ral rescources of their part of 
the state. 

“When the Huron Valley 
club began, the Huron River 
and Belleville Lake were in 
bad shape,” said HVCC char- 
ter member and past president 
Wayne Lybeck. “The pollution 
problem was the motivation 
for starting the club.” 

The club formed in 1967 and 
1968 as an all-male sports- 
man’s group, but now enrolls 
both men and women. 

“The timing was good for 
starting our club. Clean-up ef- 
forts on the river and lake 
were promoted by the conser- 
vation club. At the same time, 
new laws were enacted to 
clean up the water and protect 
the environment,” Lybeck 
said. 

From a peak membership of 
400, the club roster shrank to 
23 in 1986. Now, the member- 


ship has increased to 100 and 
is continuing to grow, accord- 
ing to the past president and 
current vice president. 

Leading the HVCC club are 
Kris Matthew, president; 
Lybeck, who is vice president; 
Fran Elliott, secretary, Ernest 
Knust, treasurer, and Max Bar- 
ber, membership secretary. 
Board members are past presi- 
dent Marty Elliott, Maria Ka- 
sten, Peggy Willis and Don 
Willis. Knust was selected as 
the HVCC 1991 Man ot the 
Year. 

Early efforts of the club 
were focused on Belleville 
Lake clean up projects, but the 
focus of the HVCC broadened 
as time passed. 

In April, club members ob- 
tain seedlings in Zeeland, 
Mich., to distribute at no cost 
to area residents. In past year, 
the small trees have been dis- 
tributed during the third week 
of June to visitors at the Be- 
lleville Area Strawberry Festi- 
val. An annual flower sale is 
sponsored in May and the club 
begins its tent rental program 
on May 1. In June, club mem- 
bers will coordinate a Kids 
Fishing Clinic. 

“Every year, we clean Fire- 


works Island. The clean-up is 
our sole responsibility. There 
hasn’t been a Fireworks dis- 
play there since 1976 or 1977, 
but the island still bears the 
name,” said Knust. “All of the 
boat activities and parades 
that we participate in help us 
to promote the lake for recre- 
ational use and to bring our 
conservation message to the 
public.” 

“Sometime in the future, 
we’d like to acquire some 
property for trap shooting and 
other activities. The property 
could be utilized for hunting 
safety programs and for tours 
by youngsters to identify 
plants and wildlife,” Lybeck 
said. “Our primary focus will 
continue to be constant mon- 
itoring of the quality of Be- 
lleville Lake and the Huron 
River. We’d like to expand our 
water testing program.” 

“We plan to continue to 
work closely with other conser- 
vation groups for the better- 
ment of the environment in the 
state. We also will continue to 
be the ‘watchdogs 7 of the De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources and to promote 
conservation through educa- 
tion,” said Matthew.

Romulus police 
cited for protest aid

Van Buren Township Public 
Safety Director has publicly 
thanked the Romulus Police 
Department for the police as- 
sistance during the Cracker 
Barrel protest incident last 
September. 

Mark Perkins of Van Buren 
wrote to Romulus Police Chief 
Fred Dansby that his depart- 
ment, “found itself embroiled 
in a situation which they had 
no real experience with.” 

He was referring to the prot- 
est demonstrations which oc- 
curred when Cracker Barrel 
management decided to make 
the Van Buren site the First in 
Michigan for the Southern 
based restaurant chain which 
had issued a memorandum re- 
fusing the employment of ho- 
mosexuals. 

Thus Van Buren became 
“the center of numerous prot- 
ests against the corporation by 


members of the gay rights com- 
munity” 

Perkins said he was “grate- 
ful” that communities such as 
Romulus, “came to the aid of 
Van Buren, taking on the prob- 
lem as if it were in their own 
backyard.” 

The situation at the Cracker 
Barrel, “would never have 
been contained and resolved 
in the expedient and profes- 
sional fashion” it was, without 
the help of fellow members of 
the Western Wayne County Mu- 
tual Aid Task Force, Perkins 
said. 

“The cost of being a good 
neighbor was indeed an ex- 
pensive one as you stood by 
our side lending your re- 
sources throughout the entire 
ordeal,” he continued. 

“If Van Buren looked ‘good’ 
in the eyes of the public, it was 
only because of the assistance 
received by you and your de- 
partment” he concluded. 


Handicapped updates 
planned at city hall

Efforts to assist area dis- 
abled persons visiting Ro- 
mulus City Hall, will be aided 
by a $18,798 block grant fund 
transfer, announced Jeff Mar- 
tel, coordinator of community 
development efforts Monday. 

Martell originally planned 
to use the funds to lower coun- 
ters in various city department 
offices to help in servicing the 
handicapped. 

While members of city coun- 
cil approved the transfer, 
Councilman Russell Lambert 
urged that a study of handicap 
needs be researched, before 
narrowing down the expendi- 
tures to just counter tops. 

Numerous structural 
changes need to be accom- 
plished throughout city hall in 
coming years, according to 


Martell. Presently Romulus is 
protected from making those 
changes immediately, because 
of the “grandfather clause” 
based on the age of the struc- 
ture, he explained. 

One such need is the lower- 
ing of elevator buttons to allow 
wheelchair users to push the 
buttons themselves, Martell 
said. 

The transferred funds pre- 
viously had been used in a 
Housing Rehabilitation-Liens 
program that gave homeo- 
wners funds to upgrade their 
homes at zero percent interest. 

Liens were then placed on 
the houses in case the owners 
put them up for sale. 

Since that program has en- 
ded here, Martell said the city 
decided to transfer the funds 
to the city hall projects or the 
funds would have to be re- 
turned to Wayne County.

Our apologies 

We really did it this time. 

It must be Murphy’s Other Law that whenever someone 
is especially cooperative and good to us. we turn around 
and make a heinous error in a story about them. If it isn’t, 
it will be. 

Last week, in a story about the highest paid employees 
in the city of Westland, we found several firefighters and 
policemen listed in the top 25. We printed it, along with an 
explanation. 

Except that the explanation was wrong. We decided that 
a man who had been paid for 25 years of earned but 
untaken vacation and sick time upon his retirement got 
nearly double his salary' in overtime. To say he was sur- 
prised, along with some others who were also paid these 
earned benefits, is an understatement. 

We managed to accomplish this after the Westland Fire 
Department has been exceptionally forthcoming and help- 
ful to us with news releases and fire reports. We perpe- 
trated this error on men who have repeatedly and 
consistently gone out of their way to make our job easier 
and help us provide the most accurate news coverage pos- 
sible. 

In addition, we managed to impugn the mayor who had 
been extremely cooperative and helpful in explaining the 
salaries and payments to us and went so far as to have the 
city finance director detail these buyouts and benefits for 
us. 

There is an explanation, but there is no excuse. 

We owe everyone involved an apology, particularly any 
readers who may have misinterpreted this information. 
We printed the correct information last Sunday and again 
today. Somehow, that doesn’t seem like enough. 

We were wrong and we apologize to all involved. 

The imperfect best 

Some things are worth any amount of effort. 

Occasionally, the result is worth whatever it takes to 
complete the task. And next Tuesday, voters in this state 
will have the difficult task of voting in the presidential 
primary. 

It won’t be easy. 

Usually, voters merely have to remember to go to the 
polls, tell the precinct worker their name and sign for a 
ballot. After that, the most serious inconvenience might be 
a short line for a voting booth. 

Not this time. This time, voters will be asked to declare 
their party preference, after first proving they are a regis- 
ter and thereby qualified voter. Precinct workers will be 
required to determine which presidential primary ballot 
to provide the voter-Democrat or Republican. One will 
require only verbal notification to the worker, the other 
requires that a simple form be signed, stating that the 
voter is taking advantage of their privilege to vote in the 
Republican primary. 

The preparation and rule changes for this election have 
been as convoluted and confusing as a road atlas. The rule 
changes have been numerous and exceptionally confus- 
ing, and voters who are accustomed to having their right to 
privacy protected may find these procedures less than 
acceptable. 

The party designation of every elector who votes in the 
primary will become a matter of public record. That 
means anyone who asks for the voting record of any indi- 
vidual will know which party was chosen. That doesn’t sit 
well with a number of Americans who have become some- 
what complacent about their voting privileges and the 
privacy accorded those rights. 

Municipal clerks have been sworn at, threatened and 
called names. Their offices have been swamped with com- 
plaints and workers have been subjected to harassment 
and verbal abuse. 

We ask that voters understand that the responsibility of 
these clerks is merely to carry out the policies and prac- 
tices adopted at a state and national level. These people 
did not make the rules and their advice and opinion about 
the entire procedure was ignored or overruled by higher 
powers. 

They are, however, bound to carry this election out with 
as much efficiency and dignity as possible. Knowing them 
as we do, we have every confidence they will each prove 
again, as they have in the past, to personify the definition 
of grace under pressure. 

And we urge our local voters to demonstrate the extra 
effort and time it may take to cast a ballot in what is 
considered the most important primary election in our 
nation to date.

Bill approval 
is blasted 

To the editor: 

The Michigan Senate pas- 
sage of HB 4280 is the latest 
salvo by anti- choice forces 
who want to outlaw all abor- 
tions. Once again, Right to Life 
of Michigan is using the state 
legislature to further chip at a 
woman's right to choose abor- 
tion. 

On May 20, 1991, medical 
misinformation and forced de- 
lay legislation passed the full 
Senate. It has been under 
study in the House Public 
Health Committee since. That 
committee, chaired by Rep. 
Mike Bennane has made nu- 
merous attempts to reach a 
reasonable compromise but 
that is not sufficient to anti- 
choice supporters. 

Frustrated by the process 
and unwilling to compromise, 
RTLM and a few anti-choice 
senators gutted a House Bill to 
include the language from the 
original medical misinforma- 
tion bill, SB 141. The amended 
bill, HB 4280, passed the Sen- 
ate and will go to the House 
floor for a vote, bypassing the 
House Public Health Commit- 
tee. 

While anti-choice groups 
masquerade as do-gooders 
who want to educate women 
seeking abortions, this mea- 
sure is far from innocuous. 
They have cloaked their pro- 
paganda and politics in this 
proposal. They want to wedge 
their highly politicized anti- 
abortion message into the pri- 
vate communication between 
doctor and a patient. The de- 
lay that they want to impose 
and the misinformation they 
want to force doctors to recite 
are only barriers to a woman’s 
right to choose abortion. 

Michigan doctors are al- 
ready required to give their 
patients information regard 
ing their physical health and 
medical treatment. Physicians 
and providers do already dis- 
cuss with women options con- 
cerning their pregnancies. 

This proposal is nothing 
more than a back-door attempt 
to force misleading and unsub- 
stantiated information on wo- 
men under the guise of 
consent.

Postal workers 
plight described 

7b the editor: 

It has not been that long ago, 
when the tragic incident of 
Royal Oak Postal Service 
shootings occurred. As postal 
employees we were all sad- 
dened and hoped that if any- 
thing good could come from 
this it would be that manage- 
ment would learn that they are 
dealing with people as em- 
ployees; and the stress that 
employees were under needed 
to be stopped. 

It is apparent that in the De- 
troit division this has not 
changed a thing. Since Novem- 
ber, they have changed the off 
days and starting times of 
more than 800 employees at 
the Detroit General Mail Facil- 
ity; and for six months prior to 
this, the union had been tell- 
ing them that this program 
which they were proposing 
would not work. We were told 
that we did not know what we 
were talking about, and that 
this program would work. We 
have been in contact with rep- 
resentatives of Congress for 
more than eight months, tell- 
ing them that not only for the 
service that we are providing 
to the public. As a union we 
felt that without that service to 
the public, the respect that the 
postal service had spent de- 
cades to obtain would dimin- 
ish. 

On Jan. 11, 1992 the postal 
service implemented the new 
starting times for the em- 
ployees in the Detroit General 
Mail Facility Also since that 
date, employees have been on 
mandatory overtime, 10-12 
hours a day, six days a week. 
Why? Because the starting 
times do not work. Dispatchers 
are missed they do not coin- 
cide with the flow of mail-now 
management is standing back 
saying “We did not know.” Well 
they did know. They were in- 
formed, and did nothing. Also 
during this period we had the 
largest snowstorm in the De- 
troit area in more than a de- 
cade. Many employees made it 
to work, although not a lot. As 
the police and other commu- 
nity services asked that you 
stay off the streets due to the 
severe problems. More than 40 
people in the Detroit area died 
of heart attacks by shoveling 
the snow too quickly, while not 
in shape to do so. What did the 
postal office do, they denied 
that it was an extreme emer- 
gency and in some cases is- 
sued Absent Without Leave to 
employees with serious disci- 
plinary infractions. We were 
told this was to make sure that 
employees knew that they 
could not use the snow as an 
excuse for not coming to work. 


I doubt that many of them con- 
sider it an excuse for not com- 
ing to work. I doubt that many 
of them considered it an ex- 
cuse and tried their best to 
make it to work, as all postal 
employees feel a pride in the 
service they provide they pro- 
vide the American public and 
will do whatever is necessary 
to provide this service. It ap- 
pears that the tragic incident 
in Royal Oak did nothing to 
change things in the Detroit 
area. You should also under- 
stand that the Detroit Division 
controls Royal Oak and most 
offices in the metropolitan 
area. 

When will things change? 
Things will change when peo- 
ple become accountable for 
their actions as our employees 
are. At some point manage- 
ment must become account- 
able for what their actions are. 
If you have noticed your mail 
is probably two or three days 
later in getting to your home. 
That is a direct result of man- 
agement’s actions in Detroit If 
you have also noticed your so- 
called junk mail is not even 
coming to your house. Many of- 
fices, including Southfield 
have this mail stacked up, 
waiting to be delivered. Hope- 
fully we will get it delivered to 
you before the time value has 
expired on this mail. We as 
postal employees are entitled 
to a fair wage for a fair days 
work. We also believe that you, 
the American public are enti- 
tled to excellent and expe- 
diant as well as reliable 
service. Until recently, that 
may have been possible, but it 
appears now that it is not hap- 
pening. 

If you have concerns about 
your mail please contact your 
Congressman or Senator. 

Together we can save the 
postal service, despite man- 
agement’s attempt to destroy 
it.

DANGEROUS RESULTS 
OF STREP INFECTION

Prompt antibiotic care for a strep 
throat or other infection caused by 
streptococcal bacteria can help you 
avoid complications that may lead 
to life-long disability, or even early 
death 

The highest rates of strep throat 
occur in winter and spring, but the 
infection can appear at any time of 
year 

Spread through human contact 

Humans arc a natural reservoir for 
strep germs, which can be harbored 
in the nose, throat, skin, and other 
areas of the body. Spread of the 
infection occurs when you have 
close contact with an infected 
person who may or may not show 
symptoms of a strep ailment. 
Incubation time for a strep infection 
generally runs two to five days 
following exposure. 

Modern antibiotics provide 
effective treatment 

Untreated strep infections can 
attack major organs, including the 
heart, kidneys, and joints. Rheu- 
matic fever, which almost always is 
traced to a strep infection, is the 
leading cause of heart disease and 
cardiac failure among adolescents 
and young adults. Neglected strep 


infections also can damage kidneys, 
leading to eventual kidney failure. 

The good news is that treatment for 
strep infection is highly effective, 
readily available with a prescription, 
fast-acting, reasonably safe, and 
relatively inexpensive. 

See your doctor at first signs 
of strep 

Currently, there are no vaccines or 
other measures to prevent strep 
infections. Although children and 
teens are most susceptible, adults are 
not immune to strep’s assault. 

Anyone who develops strep-like 
symptoms should see a doctor 
without delay. 

Symptoms of a strep infection in 
the tonsils or throat include high 
fever, throat pain, enlarged and tender 
nodes in the neck, and a general 
feeling of illness. To rule out other 
conditions that are not strep-related, 
such as viral infections, your doctor 
will swab your throat to collect bac- 
teria for a culture to confirm the strep 
diagnosis. Test results generally are 
reported in one to two days. Mean- 
while, because of strep’s possible 
severe consequences, many physi- 
cians start the patient on antibiotics to 
avoid a delay in treatment.
